Tne Navy List for tke month of April 
shows scveral marked changes. Admiral 
Hornby ‘is no ‘longer tho Commandet-in- 
Chief of the Mediterranean fleet, having been 
relisved by -. Vic¢-Admiral Sir Beauchamp 
Soymour, who flies his flag in the dlerandra, 
Sir G. Hornby has left the Mediterranean, 
and: the only other Hag-officer in thoso 
watersis Rear-Admiral M‘Cren, the Admiral- 
Superintendent at’ Malta, The Mediterra- 
nean flect now muaters twenty vessels, of 
which six, the Alezandra, Invincible, Mon- 
arch,. Rupert, Zéméraire, ond Thunderer, 
are ironclads. The Chanel Squadron counts 
four ironclads—the Achilles, Agincourt, 
Minotaur, and Noerthumbcriand, and one 
despatoh-yvessel ; Rear-Admiral Hond is in 
chief command, but there isa second flag- 
officer afloat in the person of Rear-Admiral 
Waddilove. In China there is o very latge 
British force, the total number of ships being 
twenty-one, the largest fleet, numerivally 
speaking, under any of our admirals. In 
the North Amorican and West Indies squa- 
ron there -are twelve ships—not including 
the Bacchante, with the Royal ondets on 
board—under the command of Vico-Admiral 
Sir Leopold M‘Clintock, who flies his flug in 
the Northampton ironclad, Tho Pacific fleet 
includes two ironotads, the 7riumph and the 
Shannon, and eight othor craft, under the 
orders of Renr-Admiral Stirling, while tho 
Eaat Indies has no ironclad at all attached, 
and masters twelve war vessols, with Rear- 
Admiral Gore Jones in command. The 
Australian and African squadrons aro com- 
manded by Commodores only, the former 
being compased of nine craft and the latter of 
ten. On the south-east coast of America are 
four ships, forming o sort of sub-command, 
and on surveying servico” there are other 
six of the Queon's ships engaged. “ Parti- 
oular service” at this moment absorbs the 
rather large number of fifteen, while finally 
under thea class “ordered home” there are 
nine vessels of one kind or another.—Z.. & C.

GERMAN ‘IT'TLES: 

’ Professor ‘Von, Schulte; in the Con- 
temporary Review tor March,’ gives us 
an account of the bureaucratic, system 
which has. taken such deep root in 
German social lif. A thorough knoiv- 
ledize of this complicated system, with 
its jaw-breaking titles, is ‘said ta be 
essential for the proper understauding 
of the German mind. Everybody with 
the slightest: shadow of a claim—many 
without evan’ thisvexcuse—is “* titled” 
and decorsted. The number of decora- 
tions oud tokens of honour conferred 
every year on Prussian subjects alono is 
enormous. At the OQrdensfest, 18th 
January 1878, the number bestowed 
was over 1,000. It isa very exceptional 
thing. fur an officer who is not very 
youn to be without an order, Mer- 
eantile people even receive titles which 
are ingenionsly graduated. ‘They are 
tied councillors of Commission, ‘Privy 
Councillors of’ Commission, Councillors 
of Commerce, Privy Councillors of Com- 
merce, Great, ip portines is socially 
paid to titles, and this explains the 
German custom of addressing nobody 
by his family name who has a post under 
Government, or even merely the title 
of one. A merchant who is a Councillor 
of Commerce, or, lower still in the scala, 
a Privy Councillor of Commerce, would 
take it extremely ill if he were addressed 
in Society as simply Herr X. instead 
of Herr-Kommerzien-Rath or. Here- 
Geheim-Rath. In south Germany many 
of the orders carry with them personal 
nobility, ‘The members of the recipient's 
family by continuing to write “ Von" — 
the outward sign of nobility before their 
names, uequire a nobility they do not 
really. possess. So common lias this 
practice become that, in South Germany, 
it is the proper thing to address every 
“Herr Von’ and every woman 
as “Fran Von.” Not to do so is n sign 
of bad breeding. In the German states 
alone there are 809 specics of orders and 
decorations. In all the other states of, 
Europe together, there are only 76 
orders with 170 classes.
